Thus it would pay 
better to use the hall for moving 
pictures, roller skating, etc.

The question of the license for 
the Opera House being discussed it 
was decided the by-law would have 
to be amended and the necessary 
legal formalities complied with be- 
fore any reduction could be made. 
It was shown the previous arrange’ 
ments with the Opera House. had 
been made before the town was in- 
corporated. 

Several members of the Hockey 
club having interviewed the coun- 
cil, in compliance with their re- 
quest Alds, Service and Griesbaeh 
carried that the club be allowed the

American immigration to Canada 


Ottawa.—An interesting analysis of 
the American immigration to Canada 
for the. past year has been made by 
the departm:nt of the interior. Six- 
ty-nine per cent of the settlers from 
the States were naturalized American 
citizens, while no less than thirty-one 
per cent hai never taken out natural- 
ization papers. 

The total !mmigration from the re- 
public was 133,710 and of there 19,- 
384, or 14 per cent were returned Can- 
adians. One per cent of the other 
nationalities had not taken out papers 
as Americans, There were English, 
3,680; Scotch, 1,399; Irish, 936; Ger- 
mans, 32,923; Finns, 23,811; Swedes 
3,707; Norwegians, 1,972.

Several Amerdments Agreed to in 
British House of Commons 

London.—In the proceeding in the 
house of commons on the home rule 
bill on clause eleven, providing for a 
joint session of both houses of the 
Irish parliament in the event of a dis- 
agreement, un amendment was agreed 
to miting ta. operation of the clause 
to public bills. 

An amendment requiring all public 
bills to be sent to the Irish senate at 
least one month before the end of the 
session was elso agreed to. 

A third amendment to exclude from 
the operation of the clause any bill af- 
fecting the .qualification of the Irish 
parliamentary electors of the right to 
vote at an\ parliamentary election, 
was rejected by 260 to 120, 

Sir Harry Samuel moved an amend- 
ment to exempt any bill which effect- 
ed the constitution of either house 
of Irish parilament or their relation, 
to each other in the constitution which 
they are setting up. The new Irish 
constitution should not suffer as the 
imperial parliament was now suffering 
under a weitkened upper chamber, he 
said, The amendment was defeated 
of 214 to 190, !

After discussing many phases of 
this particular form of financing, Mr

We have known of 
more than one case in which a mun 
icipality has deposited its stock or, 
debentures at the bank and thus 
seoured anvcyerdiaft, with which the 
public Lurinces has been ec nducted 
util the bank acted as it would: by 
a privatecustomer, and stopped any 
further advance. Then some of the 
stock or deLentures had to Le dis- 
posed of Ly forced sales, This was 
the inevitable result of the Micaw- 
tor like policy of eccuring an over- 
drait when the British market was 
dull, in the hope that sooner or lat- 
oy something would turn up. This 
Unsatisfactory state of affairs is 
partly due, no doubt, to the fre- 
quent changes that are usual in pro 
yineiul adniinistrations in Canada, 
and alvo in Municipal councils—a 
state of affairs that inevitably acts 
injuriously on the continuity of the 
inunicipal policy. But it is also 
largely due to the fact that scarcely 
one mayor in all Canada has ever 
turned to any expert financial ad- 
viecr, | 

“Pinane, by which we here un- 
derstand the art of raising capital 
on the/scetnity available to the best 
ad / ONS of the borrower is an art 
1 science in one. What the rul- 
ers of provincial and municipal 
Canada want and must obtain is 
expert financial advice ; but this 
cannét be obtained in Canada her- 
self, or at any rate is not available 
on the prairies. As London is the 
world’s treasury, there are found 
the finaneial experts who could ad- 


vise Canadian provincial or munici- 
pal borrowers us to the best’ terms 
be secured at any give 
cn moment. The consolidation of 
Canadian municipal loans could be 
‘readily effected by competent tinan- 
clers, and would represent a gain to 
Canada of niillions of do!ars,’?

A Conflict ol Advice 


(From the Strome Despatch) 

One wonders indeed where the 
western farmer would Jand if he 
tried to fullow the advice which is 
being gratuitously showered upon 
him. It will be remembered that 
during the car shortage of lust 
winter it was pounded into the 
farmers that they could not expect 
the railway companies to movesthe 
crop in the spacc of two or three 
months. Geo. Bury, general man- 
ager of the C. P. R’s western lines, 
emphasized this inability of ‘the 
railways in an officiul explanation 
uf the car shortage. Mr. Bury 
advised the farmers to store thoir 
grain and went so far as to recom: 
mend'a particulur kind of portable 

in. 

But this storing of grain by the 
farmers, is according tothe general 
manager of a Canadian bank, all 
wrong. In a despatch to The ‘To- 
onto Globe from its Montreal cor- 
respondent, the banker in question 
is quoted as followsi— 

‘'T do not think it would be wise 
to #0 amend the bank act that 
farmers could get loans on their 
grain before shipping it to the ele- 
vators. Asthe law jis at’ present 
the farmer niust market his grain 
ut once in order to get his money. 
This is good policy, as it compels 
the farmer to be prompt in payment 
of his bills. If lie were encouraged 
to hold his grain and borrow muney 
on it thereis no telling when he 
would sell and mect his obligations, 
Now he sells his wl.eat, pays his 
bills to retail merchants, . they in 
turn pay the wholegaler, and the 
latter the tanks, and the money is 
thus kept in circulation.’’ 

What is the farmer to do? Is he 
to follow the advice of the railway 
companies and store his grain or is 
he to put himself right with the 


bankers and ship his grain ‘‘at 
once?’’?’ Until, at any rate, the 


railway companies and the bankers 
have settled the matter in one way 
or the other, the farmers may be 
pardoned for acting in the matter 
of crop shipping as they have acted 
in the past and suit their own ad- 
vantage and convenience,
